BUILDING PROSPECTS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sin,—I was to. read 


to-day. 

As one who has been connected} 
with the building industry for the 
last twenty years, I would like to 
offer you a little additional informa- 
tion on the subject. No, in my 
opinion, it was not possible to fore- 
see the present shortage of timber 
and devise other means by which 
housing activities would proceed in 
the post-war period. Regarding pre- 
fabrication; 1 would like to quote 
an excerpt from an address 1 gave 
8$.30— lin Cork last January:— 

“ Pre-fabrication may be defined as 
the degree to which component parts 
of a building can be mass-produced in 
a factory to enable them to be put 
together more easily on the buildin 

site. very small proportion o 
building anywhere at present is one 
hundred per cent. pre-fabricated. Such 
one hundred per cent. pre-fabricated 
buildings are constructed with wooden 
or steel framework. The frame is 
covered with composition board, 
cement, asbestos or sheet steel. The 
life of this construction is much less 
than concrete or bricks. It —- 
more expensive maintenance, and 
more likely .to harbour vermin. Most 
of the materials have to be imported. 
On the other hand, speed of manu- 
facture and erection is achieved. Also 
flexibility of movement, 

“But it is ible that a new use 
of old materials, such as brick or 
concrete, or the introduction of 
entirely new materials will result in a 


It was put to me succinctly and 
vividly by ‘that great old golfing 
warrior, George Duncan (to. whom 
you must: refer in Scotland as 
Geordie) on: the first day of the 
recent tournament.

I wwbe found such a striking 
example of a genius loci than is to 
be found in this little Fifeshire 
town, with its population of only 
about 9.000.

It is one of those 
places that look as if they had 
grown out of the ground, and is 
steeped in atmosphere—indeed one 
might almost say in two atmo- 
Ispheres—that of learning as well as 
that of golf. 


St. Andrews boasts of a very 
ancient University, of which the 
Royal and Ancient Club almost 
might claim to be a constituent col- 
ege! The town has grown around 
the University buildings. The ruins of 
the grand old Cathedral, the castle 
on the edge of the cliffs give the}: 
place an air of medieval grandeur; 
but when I was getting lyrical 
about the place in the presence of

They were a dazzling black-and- 
white check, with stockings to 
match, and the ensemble was com- 
pleted by a wine-coloured jumper .
